ECA has decided even to stop 
engineering planning except in 
isolated cases, Hoffman said. 

Rebuilding 

The so-called _—s reconstruction 
projects were part of ECA’s ec- 
onomic aid to China. They em- 
brace such things as rebuilding 
of war-shattered transportation 
systems and docks. 

Congress voted $275,000,000 for 
all kinds of economic aid to Chi- 
na plus’ $125,000,000 of military 
aid, 

Hoffman said the only cases 
where engineering planning will 
go ahead are a few isolated ones 
in which no money would be sav- 
ed by stopping them. 

He said the engineering plan- 
ning involves only about $1,000,- 
000 of the $70,000,000 total. 

Clears Policy 

Hoffman also told reporters 
that he has been clearing and 
would continue to clear with the 
President all important policy- 
making jobs in the ECA, 

Asked about how much ECA 
may ask for its work in China 
the next fiscal year beginning 
July 1, Hoffman said “No deci- 
sion can be made about China 
while the Chinese situation is so 
full of uncertainties.” 

He said a decision might be 
reached and he might go before 
Congress with a request in the 
latter part of January or early 
February. 

Hoffman said tentative alloca- 
tions for about $30,000,000 of 
construction work in China had 
already been made at the time 
the decision was reached not to 
go ahead with projects at this 
time. 

He praised the work of Roger 
Lapham, ECA chief in China, 
and said it was after a confer- 
ence with Lapham the decision 
was made to hold up construc. 
tion work under the $70,000,000 
program.
